Dr. George Schrader of the 
State Economic Development 
Dept, said the facility would 
be used to study industrial 
application of atomic energy. 
He said an Ato mic Energy 
Co mmissio n (A3C) team will 
v isit the campi s Thursday to 
determine if a suitable site 
is av ailable and to meet with 
NU o fficials abo ut staffing re­ 
quirements. 
Dr. John C u s a k of the 
Brookhaven National Labora­ 
tories in Long Island, N.Y., 
will head the team, which will 
submit a report to AEC offi­ 
cials in Washington. D.C. 
“ This could be one of the 
most important days in this 
state’s industrial future,’’ said 
Dr. Schrader. “The govern­ 
ment’s decision will depend 
largely on the team’s evalua­ 
tion.’’ 
AEC Aid Asked 
Dr. Schrader, state director 
of industrial research, said an 
application for the laboratory 
was recently submitted to the 
AEC through Sen. Carl Cur­ 
tis. R-Neb., a member of the 
j o i n t Senate-House Atomic 
Energy Committee. 
He said the state asked the 
AEC for assistance in gather­ 
ing and preparing information 
on why Nebraska should be 
selected for the project. 
“The upshot of that request 
was the assignment of the 
AEC team to study what we 
have to offer,” Dr. Schrader 
said.

Dr. Schrader estimated it 
wo uld take the team two o r 
three mo nths ta draft a re- 
po rt o n the Nebraska applica­ 
tio n.

Inno cent o r Guilty : What Arc Odds in l.inco lii? -! 
206 Dru n k Drivin g Ca ses 
In ’6 7,115 Pen a lties-Wh y?

“ Anyone who pleads guilty to a drunk 
driving charge in Lincoln 
is a damn 
fool. If they fight it hard enough, or de­ 
lay it long enpugh, there’s a good chance 
it’ll be dismissed or at least amended.” 
Is this the statement 
of a defense attorney ad­ 
vising a client who has 
just been arrested? 
Surprisingly 
eno ugh, 
it's no t. It’s 
a statement 
made by a Municipal and 
District Co urt o bserv er, 
admittedly c o n c e r n e d 
abo ut the co nv ictio n and 
dispo sitio n rate fo r the o f­ 
fense o f drunk driv ing in 
the Capital City . 
Fewer than two of every three per­ 
sons arrested in Lincoln for drunk driving 
last year whose cases reached final dis­ 
position by year’s end were actually pe­ 
nalized for that offense, which carries a 
mandatory $100 fine and one-year license 
suspension under a 1961 state law. 
Co mments similar to the o ne o n drunk 
driv ing hav e been v o iced abo ut charges 
o f driv ing o n a suspended license, an o f­ 
fense which by a 19 5 7 state law carries 
a mandato ry penalty o f 3 0 day s in jail 
and a o ne-y ear driv er’s license suspensio n. 
Fewer than two of every three per­ 
sons arrested for this offense in Lincoln 
last year whose cases were culminated 
in 1967 were actually penalized for that 
charge.

3 19 Drunk Driv ing Arrest« 
A Lincoln Journal study of Lincoln 
Police records shows that in 1967, Lin­ 
coln policemen arrested 319 motorists for 
“ driving'while under the influence of in­ 
toxicating liquor”—drunk driving. 
One hundred and thirteen of these 
cases (35.4%), however, were still pcnd- 


Thc study of police records further 
shows that of the 206 remaining drunk 
driving arrests which were disposed of 
last year, 115 ended in a guilty plea or 
court finding; 18 were dismissed entirely 
by the city prosecutor; seven persons 
were found innocent of the charge; in 
four cases the prosecutor filed a charge 
other than drunk driving initially; and In 
62 cases, the charge was amended to a 
lesser offense by the prosecutor. 
The seven instances of innocent find­ 
ings and the four in which a charge oth­ 
er than drunk driving was originally filed 
speak pretty much for themselves: in the 
seven former cases, there just wasn’t suf­ 
ficient evidence presented to obtain a 
guilty finding, and 
in 
the 
four latter 
cases the prosecutor determined at the 
outset that the available evidence wasn’t 
sufficient to bring a drunk driving com­ 
plaint—a decision which only the prose­ 
cutor can make. 
It is the dismissal and amendment 
rate, involving 80 (38.8%) of the 206 drunk 
driving arrests finalized last year, that Is 
causing consternation in some quarters. 
The figure could be construed by some 
to mean that in more than one drunk 
driving arrest out of every three made 
by Lincoln Police and brought to final 
decision, the officer was wrong—a rather 
high error factor if true. 
But city 
prosecutors 
haven’t com­ 
plained that arresting officers are lax in 
obtaining sufficient evidence to get drunk 
driving convictions. In fact, in all of the 
80 dismissal and 
amendment ca.ses it 
would seem tiie prosecutor felt the evi­ 
dence was sufficient or he wouldn’t have 
filed that particular charge in the first 
place.

Dav s o f Disco uragement 


Never in its history has the United States 
been so troubled over its destiny, its purpo.ses 
and its directions 
In simple terms, it can 
justify its use of power around the world. 
It is to stop agpession and give men an 
opportunity to choose their way of life. 


In reality, it is not that simple. At 
times it Monid seem that the small coun­ 
tries are using the United States merely 
as mereenarv forces. 


In West Germany, where the United 
States has invested ‘millions In military 
and economic aid, there are those who 
are demonstrating against the United 
States’ policy in Vietnam. A country now 
economically able to stand on its own 
feet. West (iermany wants no reduction in 
American forces there. 


The South Vietnam government will not, 
or cannot, bring about the reforms nece.ssary 
for a popularly elected government. Yet it 
insi.sts on the United States furnishing the 
power and it resists any pressure for reform 
as an act of imperialism 
South Korea owes its existence and pros­ 
perity to the United States military umbrella 
and economic aid. Yet when the United States 
IS in a dilemma and attempts to get the re­ 
turn of the I’ueblo and its men through .secret 
negotiations, the South Koreans immediately 
suspcH't a sell out and demonstrate against 
their friend. 
The United States has inherited all of the 
distrust of the white man's imperialism whidi 
was built up through the decades. 


in the United States there are some left­ 
ists who see the North Vietnamese as the 
“ good guys” and the Americans as the ‘‘bad 
guys.” 
These are di.sturbing times. No longer do 
men think in terms of black and white. There 
are no HK)''}) good guys and no 100% bad guys. 
No government has readied the ideal. 
So there are those who do not accept the 
United States’ role, as slated by Secretary of 
State Dean Husk or President Johnson, as 
being clearly defined. Even tho.se who do, are 
wondering if it is worth the price, or if the 
United States is willing to pay the price. 


The events of the last two week s have 
made it rather clear that the Communists 
are ruthless neighbors. Can the United 
States and the Soviet Union get off the 
collision course? Some answers must be 
forthcoming soon. 


Heartless Legality 


The city of Lincoln and the University of 
Nebrask a are acting on the assumptions that 
legally they cannot join with the Malone Com­

Nebrask ans, through their lA‘glslature, 
have failed to puss open housing legisla­ 
tion. Lincoln voters turned down an op­ 
portunity to get better and more low-cost 
housing when it rejected the minimum 
standards housing code. 


II It is not legally |K)ssiblc, lioth the Uni- 
versity and the City should tak e steps to get 
legislation which would mak e it legal for both 
to help in this transition. A great university 
or a great city is not heartless, grabbing land 
lor expansion with no concern for those dis­ 
placed 
Urban renewal got a bad name because 
a great many cities were more interested in 
removing blots than in improving the living 
conditions of their citizens. 
Lincoln and the University have a greater 
siK'ial obligation, it not legal, than they might 
in some instances because a great number 


instead of turning their back s on the situa­ 
tion, the University and the city should view 
this as an opportunity to mak e Lincoln a 
better place to live. 
It has been almost a slogan that Lincoln 
is a good jilace to live and to rear a family. At 
a time when there has been a great deal of 
unrest in the cities and on the campuses, 
Lincoln and the University have been rela­ 
tively free of disturbances. 
IJncoln is growing and such a condition 
could change quick ly if there is an evidence 
of unconcern for the minority groups who are 
displaced. 


There must be some way that the 
University and the city can help and that 
way should be found quick ly.

TTie sto ry is mo st o ften where the actio n is 
and when the fighting bro ke o ut in Saigo n 
and the pro v incial capitals recently the Asso ­ 
ciated Press repo rters and pho to graphers 
were o n the scene. 


In Saigon, AP staffers John Nance, Joe 
Holloway and Peter Arnett were pinned down 
by gunfire even as they took pictures from 
under park ed cars, showing Vietnamese com­ 
bat police and American MPs stopped near 
the entrance to the presidential palace grounds 
by Viet Cong fortified in a half-completed 
building nearby. 
At daybreak , AP’s Vietnamese photogra­ 
pher, Dan Van Phuoc, had joined U.S. troops 
as they blasted their way into the Viet Cong-* 
held U.S. embassy. John Nance jumped back 
and forth for cover between a bullet-riddled 
car and a tree to photograph the front gate 
assault of the embassy. 
For several hours AP’s Horst Faas, still 
recuperating from early December combat 
wounds, alone was manning AP’s photodesk 
and dark room. Most of AP’s Vietnamese dark ­ 
room men had gone to remote provinces for 
new year holidays. 
It was nearly 11 a.m. before an AP man 
could get inside the besieged government 
building with spot pictures ready for trans­ 
mission by radio. Only one man capable of 
sending pictures was on hand. But he said 
nearby fighting was getting worse and he was 
going home. Finally he was persuaded to 
stick it out and AP’s pictures began to roll 
with the radio signal moving from Saigon to 
Tok yo, then relayed to San Francisco and on 
to New York . 


As Saigo n city fighting mo v ed into its sec­ 
o nd day , AP’s Eddie Adams, who had flo wn 
to Nha Trang to co v er actio n there, returned 
in time to pho to graph the pisto l ex ecutio n o f 
a Viet Co ng priso ner by Vietnam’s natio nal 
po lice chief. 


Getting film out of Saigon presented a 
major problem. All regular plane flights were 
cancelled. Finally AP’s first batch of nega­ 
tives was thrown aboard a helicopter hover­ 
ing off the landing pad atop the U.S. em­ 
bassy. It went to Cam Ranh Bay. Hours later 
the film was in Tok yo and on the way to 
New York . 
If anyone wonders how he can so quick ly 
view the pictures of action in Vietnam, the 
account of the coverage during the last raids 
should give him the idea that it isn’t easy. 


The newsmen who suffer the hardships 
o f war are serv ing their co untry and man­ 
kind. Instant and v isual co mmunicatio ns co uld 
be a co ntributing facto r ev entually to perma­ 
nent peace, because war canno t stand to tal 
ex po sure.

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Waverly 
Asks Acres 
For Landfill 
County Board 
To See Site 


A group from Waverly asked 
the Lancaster County Board to 
buy nine acres of land about 
one mile north of Waverly to 
use as a sanitary landfill, for 
the City of Waverly. 
The county board agreed to 
go out and look at the pro­ 
posed 
site 
sometime 
next 
week. 
Chairman of the Waverly 
Village Board Wayne Marolf 
described the city’s present 
facilities, also north of Waver­ 
ly, as “ a terrible, old, rat- 
infested dump.” 
Waverly wants to build a 
new sanitary landfill, he said, 
to fit requirements recom­ 
mended by the County Board 
of Health and a new state 
law. 
County Board Chairman Wil­ 
liam Grossman said the board 
will probably take a look at 
the proposed site sometime be­ 
fore a state meeting on rules 
and regulations for sanitary 
landfills. 
Work Out Rules 
The meeting, to be held 
1:30 p.m. Feb. 15 at the state 
Capitol, is sponsored by the 
State Health Dept, to work 
out rules and regulations to 
comply with a new state law 
on sanitary landfills. 
One proposal discussed by 
Waverly city and county offi­ 
cials was that the county 
would buy the nine acres for 
$9 ,000 and that the City of 
Waverly would maintain the 
sanitary landfill. 
Grossman told Waverly of­ 
ficials operation and mainte­ 
nance of such a dump would 
cost at least $10,000 a year. 
City-County Health Director 
George Underwood said the 
City of Lincoln spends $100,- 
000 annually to dispose of its 
waste materials. 
Marolf said the City of Wa­ 
verly now spends $1,000 a 
year to maintain its present 
unsatisfactory facilities. 
Sanitary Landfill 
Grossman said he wasn’t so 
sure there should be a sani­ 
tary landfill at the location 
proposed. He said Waverly 
residents can ‘‘drive a little 
farther and use the C i t y 
(Lincoln) dump.” 
He said the City of Lin­ 
coln sanitary landfill opera­ 
tion is about 6 or 8 mil€$ 
from Waverly.

Dr. George Underwood, di­ 
rector of th e City - County 
Health Dept., received author­ 
ization from the c;ounty board 
Tuesday to contract for let­ 
tering on the marquee on the 
west side of the City-County 
Health Building.

Fire Lo sses 
Ma y Up Ra te 


The recent rash of large- 
bu ild ing fires 
in 
Nebraska 
“most certainly will’ hav e 
a d ollars and cents effect on 
fu tu re fire insu rance premiu m 
rates in Nebraska, Gay le Vol- 
ler, rating d iv ision su perv isor 
for the 
S t a t e 
Insu rance 
Dept., say s. 
Voller reported that the ac­ 
tu al fire loss ex perience ac­ 
cu mu lated ov er a period of 
fiv e to six y ears becomes the 
basis for an ad ju stment of 
insu rance premiu m rates. 
It is therefore possible that 
“sev eral go o d y ears” can 
minimize the impact of a y ear 
like the cu rrent one — one in 
which sev eral major bu siness 
establishments hav e su ffered 
su bstantial fire loss. 
Voller said he thinks “there 
probably will be a rate Insu r­ 
ance before too long any how.” 
The last general fire insu r­ 
ance pr e m i u m rate boost 
came in 1964 for owners of in­ 
su red d wellings, Voller said . 
Some commercial properties 
also were affected then, he 
ad d ed .

d ru nk d riv ing in Lincoln is the fact that 
it is taking place at a time when State 
Accid ent Record s Bu reau statistics show 
d rinking to be inv olv ed in at least 20% 
of Nebraska’s fatal accid ents and in at 
least 10% of all accid ents. 
The Bu reau ’s most cu rrent figu res, 
cov ering a period from Janu ary throu gh 
September, 19 6 7, show that d rinking was 
inv olv ed in at least 224 of the 2,703 acci­ 
d ents record ed in that span. 
State Accid ent Record s Bu reau Chief 
Tom Ry an notes that while the y ear-in, 
y ear-ou t figu res show a minimu m 10% 
d rinking inv olv ement in all accid ents and 
a minimu m 20% in all fatal mishaps, 
we believ e it is a lot more than that, 
bu t it s something we can nev er be su re 
of. 
He said that in some states, d rink­ 
ing IS inv olv ed in at least 25% of all acci- 
d ents and at least 50% of all fatal ones. 


Suspended License Arrests 
The Jou rnal stu d y of police record s 
on d riv ing on a su spend ed license shows 
arrests were mad e in Lincoln in 
1967. Thirty -three, or 36 .39 % of these, 
are still pend ing, 28 in Mu niciapl Cou rt 
and fiv e in District Cou rt on appeal. 
Of the remaining 58 
ca.ses 
which 
were d isposed of, 30 d riv ers either plead ed 
gu ilty or were fou nd gu ilty after trial; 
fou r were fou nd innocent after trial; and 
in one case, proceed ings were simply 
su spend ed . 
The city prosecu tor d ismissed t h e 
charge against eight persons, one of whom 
was sent to the Hastings State Hospital 
and another to the State Prison. In 15 
cases, the prosecu tor amend ed the com­ 
plaint to a lesser offense, generally that 
of hav ing no d riv er’s license on person. 
(Fou r of the 15 amend ments were 
mad e at the Mu nicipal Cou rt lev el and 
11 in District Cou rt, where gu ilty find ­ 
ings of Mu nicipal Cou rt had been taken 
on appeal.) 
These 23 cases—eight d ismissals and 
15 amend ed charges—represent 39 .7% of 
the 58 
d riv ing-on-su spend ed -license 
ar­ 
rests which reached final d isposition in 
19 67, incolv ing more than one of ev ery 
three motorists whose cases were closed 
last y ear. 


The Big Questio n: Why ? 
Why the d ismissals and amend ments? 
Su ch d ecisions are the prosecu tor’s 
alone. He is not requ ired to ex plain them 
to the police. The ju d ge before whom the 
case is being heard can ask the prose­ 
cu tor abou t circu mstances su rrou nd ing an 
amend ment or d ismissal, and normally in 
Mu nicipal Cou rt this information is v ol­ 
u nteered by the prosecu tor. 
The city ’s prosecu tors d o, howev er, 
su bmit d aily reports to the city attorney ’s 
office concerning the hand ling and d is­ 
position of cou rt cases. 
City Atty . Ralph Nelson say s his d ep­ 
u ty , Jack Lind ner, rev iews the d isposition 
of city traffic cases d aily , and at least 
once a month cou rt activ ities are gone 
ov er by him (Nelson). 


Tests fo r luto x ica tio ii 
In Nebraska, the alcohol content in 
bod y flu id s (u rine or blood ) is one fac­ 
tor employ ed in d etermining whether a 
d riv er is intox icated . Und er Nebraska 
law, a bod y flu id alcohol content of .15% 
is consid ered ’ to be a rebu ttable presu mp­ 
tion of intox ication. 
Among the 18 d ru nk d riv ing charges 
d ismissed in 1967 by the city prosecu tor 
(17 in Mu nicipal Cou rt and one in Dis­ 
trict Cou rt on appeal) were eight d riv ers 
who agreed to su bmit to a bod y flu id test 
for alcohol. 
(If a person knowingly refu ses to su b­ 
mit to su ch a test of either u rine or blood , 
his d riv er’s license mu st be su spend ed for 
one y ear u nd er Nebraska’s 19 59 implied 
consent law.) 
Of the eight d riv ers, one had a bod y 
flu id alcohol test of .01%. The other sev ­ 
en percentages were: .23, .23, .24, .26 , 
.34, .37 and .37. 


3 Cha rg es, 3 Dismissa ls 
Based on the Jou rnal stu d y of a nu m­ 
ber of specific cases, it seems apparent that 
the ^cu pations of those arrested had no 
bearing on d ecisions to amend or d ismiss 
the complaints. 
TTie stu d y of po lic e record s shows 
that (Mie of these cases inv olv ed a tru ck 
d riv er, 47, who was arrested in March, 1%7, 
by officers who said the man’s au to 
went across the centerline of the road and 
back onto the shou ld er on his own sid e of the 
road at least three times while they were 
following him. The police who stopped him 
said his ey es were blood shot and watery , 
he staggered and sway ed , and he fell asleep 
in the back seat of the cru iser en rou te to 
police head qu arters. His blood tested .23% 
alcohol content. 
The man was charged with d ru nk 
d riv ing, bu t the charge was su bsequ ent­ 


ly d ismissed . Police said he had been 
arrested twice before on d ru nk d riv ing 
charges. In one case the man was con­ 
v icted by a ju ry . In the other, the charge 
was d ismissed . 
Another case in The Jou rnal’s police rec­ 
ord s .stu d y inv olv es a 30-y ear-old heav y 
equ ipment operator. Police officers re­ 
ported that the man was d riv ing east, 
bu t cros.sed the centerline of the street 
into the westbou nd lane and almost had 
a head -on collision with a westbou nd car. 
The man’s 
speech 
was 
slu rred , 
his 
breath had an od or of alcohol, and he 
staggered , the arresting officers said . The 
man’s u rine tested .34% alcohol content. 
Police reports show the man. plead ed 
gu ilty to another d ru nk d riv ing charge 
which was pend ing against him, and the 
one in qu estion was d ismissed . 
A third case shown in the police rec­ 
ord s inv olv es a waitress, 45, whom of­ 
ficers said was hav ing d ifficu lty keeping 
her car in the proper traffic lane. They 
said she was u nstead y on her feet after 
being stopped . Her ey es were blood shot 
and watery , and she had an alcoholic 
od or on her breath. Her u rine tested 
.37% alcohol content. 
The d ru nk d riv ing charge filed against 
her was d ismissed by the prosecu tor. 
Among the 62 d ru nk d riv ing cases 
which were amend ed to lesser offenses, 
46 occu rred in Mu nicipal Cou rt and 16 
in District Cou rt on appeal. Of the 46 in 
Mu nicipal Cou rt, 28 d riv ers su bmitted to 
bod y flu id alcohol tests. The resu lts of 
these 28 tests ranged from a “low” con­ 
tent of .16 % to a “ high” of .40%, accord ­ 
ing to the police record s. 


Aiiieiidinenl o f Cha rg es 


The Jou rnal record s stu d y shows that 
one of these cases inv olv ed a 37 -y ear-old 
engineer who police said was d riv ing east 
on 0 St. from 10th to 11th, proceed ed 
throu gh the intersection against a red 
traffic light, and cau sed a ped estrain to 
ru n from the path of the v ehicle. The 
man lo.st his balance when he stepped 
from his car after being stopped and had 
to grab the v ehicle to keep from falling, 
police said . His u rine tested .37% alco­ 
hol content. 
The d ru nk d riv ing charge against him 
was d ismissed with the prov ision that he 
had to pay for cou rt costs. 
Two other cases shown in the record s 
inv olv e Lincoln men. 34 and 39 . In both 
instances, police officers said the car.s 
d riv en by the men were weav ing and the 
one d riv en by the y ou nger man nearly 
collid ed with a tax icab. The man, 34, had 
a blood alcohol test of .22%. The other 
man had a u rine alcohol content of .32Ci. 
In both cases, the d ru nk d riv ing 
charges originally filed were amend ed to 
reckless d riv ing. 
In still another case, a Lincoln bu si­ 
ness ex ecu tiv e, 52, was arrested for d ru nk 
d riv ing, bu t the charge was amend ed to 
careless d riv ing—a complaint to which 
he plead ed gu ilty and was fined $25, po­ 
lice reports show. 
The record s also show that the man 
refu sed to su bmit to a bod y flu id alco­ 
hol test. As a resu lt, his d riv er’s license 
was su spend ed by the state. He was ar­ 
rested later in 1967 on a charge of d riv ­ 
ing on a su spend ed license. 
Accord ing to police record s, a police 
check with the Nebraska Department of 
Motor Vehicles confirmed that the man’s 
license was in fact u nd er su spension at 
the time of his second 1967 arrest. 
The charge was amend ed by the city 
prosecu tor to “no d riv er’s license on per­ 
son,” to which the man plead ed gu ilty 
and was fined $100. 


Driv ing With 4 SuspeiiHio iis 
Another case inv olv ing amend ment of 
a d riv ing-on-su spend ed -license charge in­ 
v olv ed a Lincoln waitress, 33. At the time 
of her arrest, accord ing to police reports, 
Nebraska Department of Motor Vehicles 
record s showed that her d riv er’s license 
was u nd er fou r separate su spensions. 
The charge was amend ed by the pro- 
lecu tor to “no d riv er’s license on per­ 
son,” and she was fined $100 on a gu ilty 
plea. 
This woman has since been arrested 
on a su spend ed license complaint and her 
trial is set for sometime in April. 
Some, six weeks into 19 6 8, it appears 
that the amend ment and d ismissal trend s 
are continu ing. 
Police record s show nine cases of 
d ru nk d riv ing which hav e been amend ed 
in Mu nicipal Cou rt, mostly to careless 
d riv ing, and two which hav e been d ismissed 
entirely since the first of the y ear. Du ring 
this same period , one su spend ed license 
case has been amend ed to “no d riv er’s li­ 
cense on person,” resu lting in a $100 fine.

Bloh m Qiarges False Imp rison men t; 
^Not Dru n k Becau se Police S ay S o’

Plaintiff’s counsel argued 
Wednesday in a case charg­ 
ing false imprisonment that 
it doesn’t make you drunk 
“ just because a police detec­ 
tive points his finger at you 
and says ‘You’re drunk’.” 
The Lancaster District Court 
jury went into deliberations 
after receiving closing instruc­ 
tions f r o m Judge Elmer 
Scheele on a case involving a 
Lincoln man, Henry Blohm 
charging Police Det. Roger 
LaPage with false imprison­ 
ment. 
In his closing arguments 
Max Kier, attorney for the 
plaintiff, s a i d LaPage ap­ 
peared to be trying to blame 
the whole thing on his partner, 
the l a t e police detective 
Frank 
Soukup. 
LaPage 
is 
equally to b l a m e for the 
mistake, Kier said. 
Blohm is charging false 
imprisonment and is asking 
for a $5,000 judgment in con­ 
nection with an overnight jail 
stay involving an arrest for 
intoxication Nov. 
10, 
1966. 
Blohm says he was not al­ 
lowed to call an attorney and 
that he was placed in the 
drunk tank where two other 
inmates were vomiting and 
defecating on the floor. 
Arrest Made 
LaPage contended in his 
court petition that it was Det. 
Soukup and not he who made 
the arrest. Det. Soukup was 
killed a little more than a 
month later in a gunfight in 
a downtown Lincoln motel 


with members of a bad check 
writing ring. 
Blohm said he had not had 
anything to drink the evening 
of his arrest. 
Defense counsel Donn Da­ 
vis told the jury the issue is 
whether the plaintiff is en­ 
titled to a verdict against 
Det. Roger LaPage. He said 
LaPage had no choice but to 
go with his partner after Det. 
Soukup had made the arrest. 
Defense also argued t h a t 
Blohm was not entitled to any 
money for his false arrest be­ 
cause he had not sustained 
any damages. 
Blohm’s attorney said h i s 
client suffered indignities and 
embarrassment, became ill at 
the condition of the filthy cell 
and had to hire two lawyers 
—one to get him out of jail 
and one to prosecute the false 
imprisonment case. 
Case Dismissed 
Blohm pleaded innocent to 
the intoxication charge an d 
the case was dismissed at the 
request of City Atty. J a c k 
Lindner when it came up for 
trial. Lindner said he dis­ 
missed the charge because 
Det. Soukup was dead and 
there was insufficient evi­ 
dence. 
The plaintiff presented six 
I witnesses who testified Blohm 
¡had appeared normal when 
they saw him shortly before 
his arrest. 
Lincoln lawyer Don Grant, 
who secured Blohm’s release 
from city jail the next morn­ 
ing, said his client’s appear­ 
ance was unusual for some 


one who had been in jail on a 
drunk charge. 
LaPage testified he did not 
s m e l l liquor on Blohm’s 
breath but could smell liquor 
when Blohm was sitting in 
the police cruiser. LaPage 
said Blohm walked unsteadily 
when he was led into police 
headquarters. 
No 
sobriety 
tests were given to Blohm. 
The evening jailer, police 
officer Martin Merwick, 22, 
testified Blohm was belliger­ 
ent and uncooperative when 
he was being admitted. Mer­ 
wick said the drunk tank had 
a strong odor but it was 
clean as far as he knew.

—The per cent per month 
or dollars per $100 per month 
on the basis of the unpaid 
balance. 
—Or the percentage or dol­ 
lars per $100 per year fol­ 
lowed by a breakdown of the 
add-on service charge. 
The state attorney general's

sales contracts in Nebraska 
follow this language and state 
Interest charges in simple, 
easydo-understand terms. 


The law covers everything 
sold on time, from automo­ 
biles to television sets, and

agriculture 
and engi­ 
neering, but the effo rt was 
mainly paper. 
Many tho ughtful planners in 
19 12 and 19 13 pro po sed relo ­ 
catio n o f the univ ersity o n 
the ag campus, but a state­ 
wide referendum in 19 14 end­ 
ed that suggestio n. 


Humbo ldt — The Co rnhusk- 
er Co uncil will build a n e w 
dam and enlarge the lake at

Faculty Ro w 


By 19 20 impressiv e plans 
came into being under t h e 
leadership o f Chancello r Sam­ 
uel Av ery . They inc;luded a 
pro po sed faculty residential 
ro w o f eight blo cks alo ng the 
so uthern edge o f the campus, 
an idea that might hav e been 
dev elo ped successfuly — but 
wasn’t. 
The plan also pro po sed a 
25,000-seat stadium fo r base­ 
ball, fo o tball, track, and ex ­ 
hibitio ns (in that o rder) and 
much additio nal space f o r 
wo men’s residences and wo m­ 
en’s athletics — but no thing 
fo r men’s do rmito ries o r fo r 
parking. 
Abo ut 19 26 the so -called Sey ­ 
mo ur plan appeared. Beauti­ 
fully and co nv incingly illus-. 
trated, it pro po sed the do uble 
mall co ncept which the uni­ 
v ersity has fo llo wed to so me 
ex tent. But the Sey mo ur plan, 
Uke the Av ery plan o f 19 20, 
called fo r a univ ersity audi­ 
to rium which nev er has been 
achiev ed. 
Each o f these ex periences, 
no do ubt, had a measure o f 
influence o n the fo rm an d 
pro gress o f the univ ersity . 
But alto gether they hav e also 
made it abundantly clear that 
the future do es no t unfo ld ac 
co rding to plan o r witho ut sur­ 
prises, new habits and n e w 
needs. 
Fully aware that its plans 
will be guidelines at best, the 
Bo ard o f Regents, fo r t h e 
past three y ears and with the 
benefit o f pro fessio nal help, 
has engaged in studies and 
pro jectio ns. 
Gro wth 
Studies predict the univ er­ 
sity shuld ex pect enro lment 
gro wth o f 7 ,000 students with­ 
in the nex t six y ears o r so , 
no t 
co unting 
the 
Omaha 
merger. 


Such a gro wth wo uld giv e 
:he univ ersity an enro lment 
o f 25,000 by the mid-19 7 0’s and 
there is so me suppo rt fo r the 
:ho ught that 25,000 might be 
ust abo ut right fo r sev eral 
y ears to co me. 
Assuming an enro lment o f 
25,000, and assuming that the 
Univ ersity were serv ing its 
students as a mature and ex ­ 
perienced univ ersity sho uld, 
what 
abo ut space 
require­ 
ments? 
The 
pro jectio ns 
present 
so me dramatic needs f o r 
mo re space. The univ ersity 
no w 
has 
abo ut 
5 
millio n 
square feet in phy sical struc­ 
tures o n the two Linco ln cam­ 
puses and at the Medical Cen­ 
ter in Omaha. The to tal, ac­ 
co rding to pro jectio ns, sho uld 
be mo re than twice that if 
the 25,000 are to be serv ed 
pro perly . 
All institutio nal plans seem 
to hav e a co mmo n charac 
teristic: they giv e sho rt shrift 
to the financial pro gramming. 
There is mucji detail o n the 
lo catio n, size and shape o f the 
buildings that are to arise but 
scarcely a wo rd abo ut financ- 


. 
. 
. 
Perhaps this is just as well. 
If we had permitted co ncern 
o v er do llars to inhibit o u r 
dreams, Nebraska still might 
be Indian territo ry . 
Quite o bv io usly the future 
directio n o f the univ ersity will 
inv o lv e mo re than brick and 
mo rtar and additio ns to the 
square fo o tage o f the phy si­ 
cal plant. 


The directio n o f the univ er­ 
sity in the y ears immediately 
ahead will be determined to 
a great ex tent by the success 
o f co mmunic;atio ns. The day 
o f the iv o ry to wer, in my 
judgment, is o v er. 
In the early y ears Nebras­ 
kans might hfiv e co nsidered 
the univ ersity as so mething 
t h at ev ery up-and-co ming 
state sho uld hav e and might 
hav e been willing to suppo rt 
it o n that basis regardless o f 


whether they understo o d what 
the univ ersity was striv ing to 
acco mplish. 
So phisticatio n 


Nebraska no w, ho wev er. Is 
mo re so phisticated. We are 
willing to suppo rt pro grams 
that we can relate to the wel­ 
fare, o f o ur so ns and daugh­ 
ters and to 
the 
eco no mic 
(and perhaps the so cial) ad­ 
v ance o f Nebraska. 
If this diagno sis is co rrect. 


(administrato rs, faculty , staff, 
students, and alumni) needs 
to wo rk harder at ex plaining 
the v alue o f the univ ersity in 
understandable terms. 
We 
canno t ex pect the Nebraska 
public to co me to the univ er­ 
sity and beg to be info rmed. 
When 
Nebraskans 
under­ 
stand that 
the 
univ ersity ’s 
effo rts in agriculture were 
related to Nebraska life, pub­ 
lic suppo rt fo r o ur agricul­ 
tural pro grams beco me easi­ 


er to o btain. I think that sup­ 
po rt fo r the univ ersity ’s ef­ 
fo rts in medicine and public 
health has sho wn substantial 
increase 
primarily 
because 
Nebraskans no w relate these 
pro grams to their o wn wel­ 
fare and the welfare o f their 
state. 
We hav e made so me pro g­ 
ress in co nv incing Nebras­ 
kans that research and train­ 
ing in the sciences is impo r­ 
tant to their futures and the 


futures o f their children. As 
lo ng as o ur peo ple remain 
co nv inced, o ur pro gress 
i 
the phy sical sciences w i l l 
co ntinue. 
The directio n o f the univ er­ 
sity in the past has been de­ 
termined generally by t h e 
univ ersity ’s o wn perfo rmance. 
When the perfo rmance co n­ 
v inced Nebraskans, the lines 
fo r dev elo pment became firm. 
I think the same pattern will 
ho ld in the Immediate future. 


Own Tho ughts 


Ev ery member o f the Bo ard 
o f Regents, I am sure, has 
giv en tho ught te certain as- 
pec;ts o f the univ ersity ’s di­ 
rectio n in the y ears ahead. 
When 
I first jo ined the 
Bo ard o f Regents in the ear- 
,y 19 50’s I was inclined to the 
v iew that the bo ard co uld per­ 
fo rm its greatest serv ice by 
making sure the univ ersity 
has a tho ro ughly co mpetent 
chancello r backed by a well- 
qualified 
an d 
ex perienced 
staff. 
Certain o f that, the bo ard 
wo uld be wise and co nfine its 
activ ity to matters o f bro ad 
po licy and stay o ut o f the 
day -to -day o peratio ns o f the 
univ ersity . 
After mo re than a do zen 
y ears o n the bo ard, I am no t 
just inclined to that v iew; 
am dedicated to it. I co nsid­ 
er it v ital that the po wer o f 
the v o ice o f Nebraska peo ple 
be v ested in the univ ersity ’s 
go v erning bo ard and that the 
v o ice be heard and heard 
clearly o n significant issues— 
but a busy bo dy bo ard, Ne 
braska and its univ ersity wiU 
be better o ff witho ut. 
The univ ersity is a highly 
Qo mplex and o ften delicate 
o peratio n. In the lo ng run it 
will be better serv ed by ca 
reer pro fessio nals, pro v idec 
the pro fessio nals remain in 
co mmunicatio n with the peo ­ 
ple o f Nebraska. The Bo arc 
o f Regents can be o f great 
help with the pro blem o f co m­ 
municatio ns. 
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Ask th e n ex t liv e p eo p le y o u meet wh o mak es th e b est p o rtab le T. V.

Kidd, the Stowe, Vt., flash 
who has been plagued by in­ 
juries since capturing the 
sUver medal in the Oly m­ 
pic slalom at Innsbruck four 
y ears ago, fell heavily dur­ 
ing the final training run 
f or Thursday ’s downhill 
race and is a doubtful start­ 
er. 
‘‘It seems doubtful,” U.S. 
Alpine Coach Bob Beattie 
said when 
asked if he 
thought Kidd would be able 
to ski Thursday . ‘‘It’s his 
bad ankle.” 


Miss Fleming’s brilliant 
opening performance and 
the Kidd setback overshad- 
dowed the upset victory of 
Italy ’s Franco Nones in the 
Games’ first final — the 30- 
kilometer 18 .6-mile cross­ 
country ski race previously 
dominated by Scandinavian 
and Russian athletes.

Nones, a brash, 27-y ear- 
old customs officer who had 
predicted that the favored 
Norwegians, Finns, Swedes 
and Russians could be beat­ 
en in the demanding over­ 
land race, became the first 
gold medalist at Grenoble 
with a wire-to-wire victory . 


He sped over the course 
in one hour, 35 minutes,

third. Mike Gallagher of 
KUUngton, Vt., was the top 
U.S. finisher in 27th posi­ 
tion. 
Miss Fleming, a stunning
